This week the Belgian political 
parties have to decide whether 
or not they interpret last Sun- 
day's vote as a request from the 
people to invite Leopold III back 
n the throne. The issue is by no 
eans clear-cut, and the major- 
ity vote of a little more than 67% 
favoring his return is by no means 
decisive. The country is split on 
he issue, and the supporters and 
pponents of the king are disap- 
pointed on the opinion poll. 


ssue Is Leopold—Not Monarchy 
The issue is not a matter of 
whether or not Belgium shall have 
Ailonarchy. All parties except the 
Ommunists are in favor of the 
institution, The question is, shall 
eopold be the king. The trouble 
began as far back as 1940, but it 
fared into real significance: in 
W145 after the liberation of Bel- 
ium from the Germans. Leopold, 
shead of the army, surrendered 
ith his men to the Germans in 
Hay 1940. He had been advised by 
ls ministers to leave the country 
nd head the Bélgian government- 
n-exile, But he preferred to be 
the first prisoner’’ among his 
fople, and refused to accept his 
ninisters’ advice. It could be ar- 
Wed that by staying behind as 
brisoner of the Germans he gave 
heolragement to his people. But 
ignored the fact that his great- 
duty was as head of his country, 
nd that duty obliged him to re- 
main a free agent directing his

$49,500 Appropriation 

Voters at the town meeting 
Monday night settled the town’s 
water problem with an appropria- 
tion of $49,500 for a new pump at 
Haggetts pond and other improve- 
ments, but eliminated the pro- 
posed new reservoir and the pur- 
chase of land for its construction. 

The board of public works had 
requested $114,500 for a new res- 
ervoir, piping and other improve- 
ments, $4000 for land on Bancroft 
road for its location, and in a sup- 
plementary warrant asked $15,000 
for an electric-driven pump at the 
pumping station, a _ total of 
$133,500. 

The Andover Taxpayers’ agreed 
with the recommendations of the 
board except those calling for the 
new reservoir and the purchase 
of land.

Monarchy Depend Upon the People 


What arguments was the voter 
weighing in his mind last Sunday 
as he marked his ballot? The main 
one was: Is Leopold's leadership 
so tainted that the country would 
be better off with his son as king? 
Can he become king again without 
splitting the country apart? Actu- 
ally Leopold has no rights in the 
sense that he can decide whether 
he wants to be king or not. He 
may decide not to be to, but he 
cannot insist on being taken back. 
The monarchy is not an ancient 
one that can claim inheritance by 
traditional right. The Constitution 
of Belgium created the monarchy 
early last century as King of the 
Belgians, indicating that the peo- 
ple wanted him as king of their 
own free will. Before the first 
king took on the job he had to 
agree to accept the limitations 
carefully listed in the constitution. 

While no law is valid unless 
signed by the king, neither is one 
valid unless passed by parliament. 
go, for all practical purposes, the 
king is powerless without his min- 
isters, they are powerless without 
the support of parliament, and ul- 
timately the king can do nothing 
unless the people, through parlia- 
ment, agree. At present, parlia- 
ment prefers a regent, and Leo- 
pold is powerless to dictate other- 
wise.

The first point of criticizm is 
that Leopold did not listen to his 
ministers’ sdvice in 1940. Such 
refusal to listen indicated an un- 
willingness to do as his people 
wanted. The nation did not like 
the fact that while technically a 
prisoner he married the daughter 
of a man who was removed from 
his post as governor of West 
Flanders because of suspected col- 
laboration with the Germans. Sub- 
sequent actions by Leopold were 
interpreted as indicative of a 
“deal’’ with the Germans. In 1941 
he sent a congratulatory telegram 
to Hitler on that dictator’s birth- 
day. Later he sent condolences to 
the king of Italy on the death of 
the viceroy of Etheopia, interpret- 
ed as tacit support of Italy’s rape 
of Ethiopia. He spent his wedding- 
trip in Germany, sent his children 
to Italy, and refused to encourage 
those Belgians who fought with 
the allies or to censure those col- 
jaborating with the Germans.
